WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 — (#)— 


States paid out a record $1,700,- 
000,000 in unemployment compen- 
sation benefits to jobless workers 
in 1949. ' 


This was announced by the la- 


bor department Tuesday, while a 
census bureau disclosed that the 
number of Americans with regu- 
lar jobs dropped 962,000 in De- 
cember, 
primarily 
because 
of 


seasonal, factors. 


Robert C. 'Goodwin, director of 


the labor department's bureau of 
employment, security, said both 
the amount ot money paid out in 
unemployment compensation and 
the number of persons receiving 
it set records in 1949. 


The $1,700,000,000 expended by 


state. employment security agen- 
cies compared with the previous 
high of $1,100,000,000 in 1946. 


An estimated 7,500,(000 work- 


ers received jobless benefits in 
1949. This compared with the pre- 
vious record of 5,200,000 in 1940. 
. Goodwin said the high rate of 
disbursements from state unem- 
ployment compensation funds re- 
duced reserves to some extent. But 
he said these trust funds are "suf- 
ficient lor financing payment of 
benefits 
even 
if 
employment 


should drop sharply from its cur- 
rent level." 


The census bureau 
said 
total 


civilian employment in December 
was 58,556,000 compared with 59,- 
518,000 in November and 59,434,- 
000 in December 1948. 


Farm employment declined 1,- 


105,000 to 
6,773,000, a normal 


seasonal drop. Non-farm employ- 
ment increased 143,000 with part- 
time holiday 
employment 
more 


than making up for seasonal de- 
clines in construction and other 
industries. 


The census bureau 
calculated 


unemployment in December at 3,- 
489,000, or 80,000 more than in 
November. The reason employ- 
ment declined more than.unem- 
ployment increased %vas that many 
farm residents temporarily out of 
work withdrew from the ranks of 
job-hunters for the winter season. 
Hence they were not classed as 
unemployed. 
A 
Goodwin said the jobless pay- 


ments were a "cushioning factor" 
In the business decline in the first 
seven months of 1949.

The space on that part of the 


form printed with this article 
shows you exactly how and where 
to report your income received 
by working for someone else. This 
income includes not only your 
wage or salary but commissions, 
bonuses, tips and any other com- 
pensation you receive from your 
work. 


If your employer was withhold- 


ing a certain part of your pay for 
income taxes, he is required to 
furnish you, by Jan. 31, a With- 
holding 
Statement—Form 
W-2 


You should have one of these 
forms from each employer who 
withheld taxes during 1949. 


Each form will show your total 


income from an employer, includ- 
ing your wages, bonuses, commis- 
sions, vacation allowances and re- 
tired pay. It will not, however, 
show tips received direct 
from 


customers. 


When you have received a W-2 


form from each of your employ- 
ers during 1949, you are ready to 
fill out that part of your return 
shown here. Print your employ- 
er's name and address, using one 
line for each employer. 


Then copy opposite the employ- 


er's name how much tax he with- 
held and your total income as 
shown on the Form W-2. If you 
received tips, report the amount 
on a separate line under the em- 
ployer's 'name. Be sure to attach 
the original copy of each Form 
W-2 to your return. 


Some persons receive pay for 


personal services that Is not sub- 
ject 
to 
withholding. 
Domestic 


servants, farm hands, casual lab- 
orers and a few others do not 
have taxes withheld from ther 
pay. If you receive any income 
for work from which taxes have 
not been withheld, print your em- 
ployer's name and address and re- 
port your total income in the right 
hand column of Item 2 of the re- 
turn. Jane Public received $150 
for jury duty in 1949. It was not 
subject to withholding so she re- 
ported "0" in the column for 
held tax and 150 in the total 
wage column. 


When you have all your income 


form work listed on the form you 
still are not through with that 
part of it. The law allows a de- 
duction for certain expenses in- 
curred in earning a salary.

U. S. Defense, Foreign Policies 
Generally Favored by Editors

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—U. S. national de- 


fense and bipartisan foreign policies now in 
effect are in general supported by large major- 
ities of American newspaper editors. These re- 
sults are outstanding in a poll of over 700 
newspaper editors recently conducted by thii 
column. 


While the 345 editors replying Indicated that 


from 60 to 70 per cent of their papers were 
opposed to the Truman administration's do- 
mestic policies, the ratios were almost exactly 
reversed on key questions dealing with foreign 
relations. "There must be no retreat from our 
place as a world leader," as the Youngstown, O., 
Vindicator summed it up. 


There were, of course, some vigorous excep- 


tions. The Huron, S. D., Daily Plainsman regards 
the bipartisan foreign policy as "a negation of 
the democratic tradition, a blindfold for the 
Republicans, and an iron curtain between the 
public and the mistakes of government." 


A big majority of the editors still support the 


United Nations. One of the questions asked them 
was, "Do you feel that the United Nations is 
doing all it can to preserve peace?" Sixty-four 
per cent answered "Yes." Thirty per cent said 
"No" with six per cent giving no opinion. Edi- 
torial opinion in support of the UN job was 
tnree-to-one in the East, decreasing in the South 
and the Midwest to a two-to-one endorsement 
In the West. 


Still, the New York World-Telegram calls the 


UN "Ineffective." The Waynesboro, Pa., Record- 
Herald says "Scrap it." A number of editors 
feel that the UN could do more if it had a police 
force to carry out its decisions. Others think the 
UN could do more if the Russians were not so 
contrary. There was token expression of the 
opinion that the UN charter itself limited the 
effectiveness of the world peace organization. 
California Paper Wants More UN Support 
But as the Alamosa, Calif., Courier points 


out, "The U. S. Is now spending $400 on arma- 
ments for every dollar it spends on the UN. If 
th« UN could be made more effective, then we 
could abolish needless spending on arms. And 
once the cold war is stopped, the budget-balan- 
cing problem would not be so great." 


As reported in an earlier column, the editors 


are three-to-one in favor of continuing the Mar- 
shall Plan to aid Europe for another two years, 
though many believe the amount should be 
gradually reduced. Similarly, editors want sav- 
ings In the 'federal budget to be made first on 
domestic programs, second on foreign aid pro- 
grams, and last and least on national defense. 


As to how the defense money should be spent, 


there was varying opinion. Another question 
asked the editors was, "In the recent B-36 vs. 
super-carrier controversy, do you feel that the 
Navy or the Air Force was right?" Thirty-seven 
per cent of the editors expressed bewilderment 
on this one. They were about equally divided 
among those who would express opinion at all, 
those who thought that both were right in part, 
and those who thought neither was right. Of the 
63 per cent of te editors who did have definite 
views, 42 pen cent said the Air Force was right, 
as against 21 per cent for the Navy. 


Another key question on the making of for- 


eign policy for 1950 was, "Do you favor rearming 
Germany at this time?" Answers from the 
editors were 67 per cent "No" to 28 per cent 
"Yes," with five per cent expressing no opinion. 
"Stop preparing Germany to be,winner of the 
next war," said the Gainesville, Ga., Times, 
speaking fcr the majority. 
Reservations on Rearming Germany 
There were many reservations from editors 


who think rearming the Germans must come 
eventually. "Not yet, but I suppose soon, God 
forgive me," says the editor of the Freeport, 111.. 
Journal-Standard. "Yes," reluctantly," says the 
Kokomo, Ind., Tribune. Still others, like the 
Morgantown, W. V., Post, qualified their answers 
by saying that Germany should be rearmed only 
"on a limited scale, under control." The Durham, 
N. C., Sun favors rearming Germany "industri- 
ally" only. 


Two questions on further military aid to China 


got an even sharper turndown from the editors 
than the question of aid to Germany. The first 
question was "Should the U. S. give more aid to 
Nationalist China?" The answers were: 18 per 
cent "Yes," 76 per cent " No," with six per cent 
expressing no opinion. 


The Hagcrstown, Md., Mail advised, "Wait 


for the Jessup report." There was plenty of 
opinion similar to the Montgomery, Ala., Ad- 
vertiser's expression that the U. S. "should have 
given more aid in the past," but that—as the 
Muskogcc, Okla., Phoenix Times-Democrat com- 
ments—"It's too late now." 


The next question was, "Would you support 


the dispatch of U. S, troops to China to fight 
communism?" The answers came back 84 per 
cent "No," to 11 per cent "Yes," with five per 
cent expressing no opinion. 


There were but few qualifications on this one. 


The Bakersfield, Calif., Star said, "Favor use of 
Chinese mercenaries under U. S. officers." The 
Utica, N. Y., Observer-Dispatch favors aiding 
Chinese Nationalists on Formosa, but not in 
Asia. And this paper would send U. S. troops 
only "to protect American citizens, not to win 
back China." 


• Th* Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Congressional Leaders Are 
Determined to Prevent 
Another Kickback Scandal 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Hottest problem facing Con- 


gressional leaden as they got back to Washing- 
ton was how to prevent another Parnell Thomas 
kickback scandal. 


This will be a major topic at a secret meeting 


of the House Republican steering committee early 
next week. House GOP Leader Joe Martin will 
tell his lieutenants that House Republicans must 
immediately rid their payrolls of any nonwork-' 
ing employes who draw salaries from the tax- 
payers. 


Also, he will do some blunt talking about 


members who bring disgrace upon themselves 
and their party by kickbacks. Martin himself 
has set an excellent example in keeping his pay- 
roll honest. Since coming to Congress he has 
never had a relative or a nonworking employe 
in his office, and last year he refused to hire an 
extra $3,000-a-year clerk authorized by Con- 
gress, on the ground that the extra clerk wasn't 
needed.

Photolnr the Russians 
The Russians have their own way of keeping 


an eye on American officials in Moscow. Some 
time ago, Maj. Gen. John W. O'Daniel, U. S. 
military attache in Moscow, was watching a gala 
military parade which included a flight by the 
Red army's latest planes. He was anxious to 
know more about these planes, so, leaning half- 
way out of his office window, he took a series of 
pictures. 


What General O'Daniel didn't know, however, 


was that across the street Russian cameraman 
caught him in the act. And the newsreels they 
took of him taking pictures of Russian planes are 
to be featured in Soviet theatres as an illustration 
of so-called American espionage. 


NOTE—Recent U. S. "spy" trials have shown"" 


that the FBI has used the same tactics in watch- 
ing the Soviet embassy on 16th street—namely 
placing cameras in a building just across the 
street. 
Congressional Predictions 
Privately, leaders agree that the second session 


of the 81st Congress will set .no records for pro- 
ductivity or progressive legislation. It will be a 
cautious session, with both parties playing poli- 
tics up to the hilt and striving to keep their skirts 
clean for the November election. 


There will be a lot of shouting about civil 


rights—with an eye on November—but nothing 
enacted into law except, possibly, the anti-poll 
tax bill. This has already passed the House and 
needs only Senate approval. 


The fair employment practices bill, hottest of 


the civil-rights measures, also will pass the 
House, but 'Senate foes are prepared to filibuster 
it to death. Thus, northern Democrats can boast 
in the next campaign that they were able to get 
this hot potato through one house of Congress, 
while southern Democrats can boast about killing 
it in the other. 


The Republicans are strictly in the middle on 


this one and can be counted on to outyell the 
Democrats In the losing fight for civil-rights 
legislation. However, they are not willing to re- 
' vise cloture to back up their yells. Here's the 
outlook on other major issues: 


Federal Aid to Education—Already passed by 


the Senate, this hot potato will be revamped in 
the House to meet Catholic objections, One con- 
cession will be an amendment 'providing bus 
transportation for parochial as well as public 
school students. 


Taxes—The House will pass legislation in- 


creasing either corporate income taxes or taxing 
excess profits, but Senator George* of Georgia 
and other business-minded colleagues will put 
up a stiff battle against this in the Senate. 


• Social Security—The Social Security expansion 
bill, already passed by the House, will pass the 
Senate in somewhat similar form, with few, if 
any, of its "liberalization" teeth pulled. 


Taft-Hartley Repeal—Not a chance, despite j 


White House demands for action. Congressional 


. Democrats want to save this one for .an election 


issue to use against Republicans. Senate and 
House Democratic leaders will do some shadow- 
boxing for the newspapers, but that's alL 


The Brannan Farm Plan—No chance. Republi- 


cans are almost solidly against it and the Demo- 
crats are badly split. Meanwhile farm incomes 
continue to skid. 


Foreign Aid—Some form of President Tru- 


man's aid-for-backward 
nations (or point 4) 


program will pass, but look for a backward 
shift to isolationism on Marshall Plan spending. 
With income-tax boost sidetracked and excise 
taxes repealed, Congress will have to look else- 
where for money to balance the budget and the 
likeliest spot will be the European Aid Program. 
It will be cut a billion. 


Oleo Tax Repeal—Will pass, though modified 


to provide that colored oleo sold in hotels and 
restaurants must be so labeled. 


Other Issues—The important national science 


foundation bill, to coordinate and' expand scien- 
tific research, will at long last become law. 
However, the crystal ball for the second session 
of the 81st Congress holds little hope lor public 
power and health insurance enthusiasts. Neither 
the Columbia Valley nor the Missouri Valley 
"TVA" bills stand a chance of enactment. The 
federal health insurance bill, savagely fought 
by the American Medical Association, is in the 
same boat. 
Probing the Lobbyists 
Hard-hitting Representative Frank Buchanan 


of Pennsylvania, chairman of the House Lobby 
Investigating committee, has ordered his staff to 
pull no punches in probing the big pressure 
groups which operate on Capital Hill. 


"Lea've your whitewash brushes at home," 


Buchanan bluntly told assistants. "In this in- 
•vestigation we're not going to protect anybody 
but the American people." 


One big outfit that will receive some careful 


attention is the Real Estate lobby, which will 
wage a vigorous drive during this session to 
block the extension of rent, controls. 


This is the same lobby that tried to sabotage 


public housing in the Banking and Currency 
committee, of which Congressman Buchanan is 
a member.

The Doctor Says— 


Diet And Nervous Strain May 
Be Cause of a Spastic Colon 


By Edwin P. Jordan, M.D.

Nothing particularly new has 


developed 
about the condition 


known as spastic colon or irrita- 
ble bowel, but it is so common 
that it should be discussed every 
once in a while. 


Alternating periods of diarrhea 


and constipation often accompa- 
nied by discomfort in the abdo- 
men and growling sounds are the 
common signs of the widespread 
ailment. Many of those who have 
a spastic colon think that they are 
constipated because after a period 
of fairly loose movements there 
may be a delay of a day or more 
before another occurs. 


The trouble is a spastic colon 


is that the waste material is pass- 
ing through the bowels too fast 
rather than too slowly. The wave- 
like motions (called peristalsis) 
of the intestines which carry the 
waste matter downward occur too 
frequently and produce discom- 
fort. 
Laxatives Can Upset 


Certain foods, like raw fruits 


and vegetables, irritate the, walls 
of the bowel and stimulate the 


Intestines to increased peristaltic 
waves. The same thing is true 
to an even greater degree for laxa- 
tives or cathartics. The growling 
discomfort and other symptoms 
are, therefore, likely to be worse 
when any of these irritating food? 
ot drugs are taken. 


The strain of modern living and 


the frequent anxiety and worry- 
ing burdens which afflict most of 
those who live in modern society, 
therefore, have an unfavorable ef- 
fect. The diet too is, of course, 
important. 
The 
laxative 
foods 


t-nd laxative and cathartic drugs 
should be avoided. 


A diet which contains a high 


proportion of what are called 
bland foods is therefore desira- 
ble. Such a diet consists largely 
of such things as cooked cereals, 
milk products, creamed soups, 
eggs and fish. 


A disappointing feature of this 


uncomfortable but not dangerous 
condition is that even when recov- 
ery seems to be complete, almost 
any nervous strain or indiscretion 
in eating will start it off again.

Formosa is New Paradox of the Pacific 
Son Requests Passage Home 


LAST STAND DEFENDERS: Nationalist soldiers on Formosa train

Formosa has become the new 


paradox of the Pacific. 


It's 6,000,000 people 
intensely 


dislike the Chinese Nationalists, 
whom they regarded as liberators 
in 1945 and who now are making 
a 
last-ditch 
stand 
against 
the 


Communists on the rich island. 


But the Formosans—or Taiwa- 


nese—dislike the Communists as 
much, or even more, than the 
Nationalists. 


And as the U. S. studied means 


of helping Chiang Kai-shek in the 
defense of the island, Formosans 
were 
beginning to wonder 
to 


whom the.y really owed allegiance. 
For 50 years, until 1945, they were 
under Japanese rule; then China 
took over, but the Japanese peace 
treaty still has 'not been signed, 
and technically the island remains 
In Allied hands. 


It is not the first time Formosa 


ha* been a bastion for a Chinese 
government in retreat. In the sev- 
enteenth century, the Koxinga re- 
gime fled to the island with the 
Manchus on its heels; it took sev- 
•ral years of desperate lighting 
before ICoxinga's last stronghold 
srumbled. 


The fighting this time promises 


to be just as desperate. Commun- 
ist invaders from the mainland 
face 115 miles of choppy Taiwan 
Straits waters, a difficult barrier 
for 
amphibious 
warfare. 
Twice 


this fall the Reds sampled this 


GEN. SUN LI-JEN: Reds, re- 


volt, and politics. 


oarrier, 
and 
were 
decisively 


wiped out by Nationalists on is- 
lands along the amphibious ap- 
proaches to Formosa. 


As the U. S_ eyed the situation 
ith the idea of moving in, the 


Reds were again sampling islands 
near Formosa and landing guer- 
rillas on Formosa itself.

but it will probably be a force of 
reluctant recruits. 


Two years ago, after 
being 


squeezed by their Nationalist lib- 
orators to help support the main- 
land and robbed by Chinese car- 
petbaggers, hundreds of thousands 
Df unarmed Formosans revolted. 
The uprising was quelled only af- 
ter 5,000 to 10,000 natives were 
killed, and it left hatred in its 
wake. 


General Sun Li-jen has more 


than Red invaders and Formosan 
unrest to bother him. Although he 
is a distinguished soldier, he is 
non-political and belongs to no 
clique. This has repeatedly 
pre- 


vented his assignment to key posts 
and while he now is No. 1 de- 
fender of Chiang's last outpost, 
he might find himself outranked 
at any time by a political favorite. 


Economically, Formosa is a rich 


plum. In 50 years, the Japanese 
made it the rice basket of the 
Nipponese empire, > and 
at 
the 


same time self-sustaining, as far 
as Formosa's rice needs were con- 
cerned. It became rich, also, in 
sugar, fruit, lumber and some in- 
dustries. 


Left alone, Formosa could sup- 


port itself, experts say. It could 
not support the Nationalist gov- 
ernment or the war effort. And 
.eft alone, it could be easy prey 
.o the Red invaders, no matter 
low 
intensely 
anti-Communist 


the .Formosans feel.

(/P)—The 81st congress re- 
turned to capitol hill for its 
second session Tuesday anc 
immediately a clamor arose 
for curbs in red-ink spend- 
ing. 


A number of Republicans anc 


Democrats alike joined in the cry 
for a tighter rein on federal ex- 
penditures. 


House Republican leader Mar- 


tin of 
Massachusetts announced 


the creation of a special GOP 
"price tag committee" to keep a 
public watch on President Tru- 
man's fair deal spending. 


Chairman Doughton (D-N3) of 


the tax-writing house ways and 
means committee told newsmen: 


"The people are clamoring for 


economy in government and tax 
relief." 


In general terms, President Tru- 


man is expected to touch on both 
those issues in his annual "state 
of the union" address before a 
joint senate-house session 
at 
1 


p.m. E.S.T. (noon C.S.T.) tomor- 
row. 


Mr. Truman will 
deliver 
his 


message personally in the newly 
decorated, 
blue-walled 
house 


chamber with batteries .of tele- 
vision cameras and radio micro- 
phones set up to broadcast the 
scene to millions of Americans. 


Administration lieutenants indi- 


cated today that 
the 
President 


will speak with high optimism of 
prospects for expanding prosper- 
ity.

Burdick's resolution said thast. 
"The illegal acts of a few mem- 


bers of congress as to the abuse of 
payroll privileges have caused the 
people,' in many places, to 'believe 
that there is dishonesty generally 
among members of congress. 


"And, such beliefs on the part cf 


the people have caused not only 
disrespect for that body, but have 
weakened the people's faith in 
their government." 


So he suggested that a special 


committee of four representatives 
and 
three 
senators 
determine 


what people are on congressional 
payrolls, what work they do and 
where, and whether any of them 
pay any part of their salaries back 
to members of congress. 


The 
committee 
would

authority to bring out its evidence 
in public hearings.
